JULY, 1991 MEETING MINUTES 
THE JULY 11, 1991 MEETING OF THE GREEN BAY MIKE & KEY CLUB WAS

NEWSLETTER. HIS COMPANY HAS DONATED ONE YEARS PRINTING TO THE 
CLUB. PAT, KA9VRK REPORTED THAT THE PREAMP FOR THE 147.12 
REPEATER IS READY TO BE PUT UP. WE'RE WAITING TO COORDINATE WITH 
WB9MFB AND CHANNEL 5 PERSONNEL. WB9MHS, VIRGIL, REPORTED ON THE 
UPCOMING TRIATHALON IN DOOR COUNTY. MORE VOLUNTEERS ARE NEEDED
